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Pensioners. — Accor ^ to the report of 
the Secretary of the rV^ior, the number of 
Revolutionary soldiers borne upon the pen- 
sion-rolls had dwindled down to eighteen on 
the 30th of June last, of whom only ten had 
made application for their stipends on the 4th 
of March. The number of widows of Revo- 
lutionary soldiers on the rolls at the same pe- 
riod was 1,573. The whole number of army 
invalid pensioners on the rolls in June was 
7,248, most of whom were pensioned on ac- 
count of wounds received or disease contracted 
in the service during the present war. The 
■widows, orphans, anifdepeudent mothers of 
3,573 deceased soldiers of the present war were 
inscribed nj&n the rolls during the last fiscal 
year, rjuking the whole number of this class 
OS't¥e rolls at the close of the year 4,820. 
The number of navy invalids on the rolls at 
the close of the year was 544, and the number 
of widows, orphans, and dependent mothers 
of deceased officers and seamen of the navy, 
577. The whole number of army pensioners 
added to the rolls during the last fiscal year 
was 7,582, and of the navy 316. The number 
of army pensioners, of all classes, on the rolls 
on the 30th of June last, was 13,659, and of the 
navy 1,132. The payment of the former re- 
quires the sum of $1,257,«41 88, and the latter 
$144,074 81 per annum. 

A*oth»» Stkamer SlSk. — We hive re- 
ceived tha following particulars of the sink- 
ing of the Fanny McBirney,.while on her first 
trip to tftffiphis, which event occurred at 
Island 34, on Sunday, the 6th inst. It appears 
that the boat, while under considerable head- 
way, strnek the bank on the Arkansas side 
with so much force that before the pilot could 
recover her from the shock she swang round 
and sunk in a few minutes. She will, it is 
thought, prove a total loss. But little of the 
cargo was saved, none, in fact, but that whioh 
was plated on the cabin deck, which, together 
with the passengers and their baggage and the 
crew, was taken off by the steamer Glendale. 
She was owaed by Capt. Dan. Collier, of Cin- 
cinnati, and was purchased by him recently 
for the Losisville and Memphis trade, at a cost 
Of $25,000, but, at the time of the accident, 
I'M readily Jiave brought $30,000. Sim was 
formerly rnn in the Marion au.1 Cincinnati 
line of packets, and was considered a good 
boat of her class. The Captain has entered 
protest. 



■ The terrible tragedy at Shelbyville, 
Ind , in whieh two bovs^ Trho fonome offence 
were taken to jail, had their throats cut from 
e&r to ear by an insane man, into whose apart- 
ment they were put, terminates, if possible, 
•till more fearfully. On Saturday a mob took 
from the prison tho insane man. They tied a 
rope about his neck, and would have hung 
him but were prevented by some humane per- 
sons. This affair is one of the most horrify- 
ing. We eannot help saying that the .fficial 
who put these boys into the cell with the in- 
sane man is culpable. We do not know who 
he was, and we understand tnat the insane 
man was searched and nothing discovered, but 
it seems he had a knife concealed in hisdraw- 
ers. The whole matter ought to be thoroughly 
investigated, torsncha thing, in all its aspects, 
is heait- rending. The names of the boys 
were Shockely and Havens, and were aged 
about fifteen years.

I send herewith a statement showing the amount of 
Internal Revenue Tax axae'sed In the Third Collection 
District of Kentucky during the year ending 1st Sep- 
tember, 1 ,3 . 

At explanatory r.f the classification adopted by the 
Comiuissiuner of Internal Revenue, I would remark, 
that under Class A is Included all the items which 
pay an ait valorem tax. Class B is the amount assessed 
for licenses; anr under Class C is the amount assessed 
on articles that are bordeued with a hmgMo tax. A 
careful examination of the returns will show, tha*, 
excluding the article, of whiskey and tobaco, manu- 
factured articles yield a very small port on of the rev- 
enuo in this District. Indeed, outside of the City of 
Louisville, manufacturers' returns are merely nomi- 
nal. 

It should, however, be remembe ed that the Indus- 
try of Kentucky has been Interfered with very mate- 
rially by the military exigencies of the past year. 
Trade has not been in a normal conditio 1 ), and the op- 
erations in some branches of business havo been on- 
t.re ysusp* titled. 

Comparing the returns from the counties In this 
District, that are purely agricultural in their charac- 
ter, with counties of the same gen -ral character on 
the opposite side of the river, it is found that wea'c 
fully up to the average in the amount of revenue tax 
assessed anrl paid.

Since my last communication, which was 
written at Loudon, we have had stirring 
events in East Tennessee; aid rs the 13th 
Kentucky, to which your correspondent has 
the honor to belong, has been one of the prin- 
cipal regiments participating in these impor- 
tant events, I hope you will allow me to tres- 
pass on yonr columns with a few items which 
I think will be of some interest to miny of 
your readers. You have no doubt long ere 
this received full particulars of our evacuv 
tion of Loudon and the removal of the 2i di- 
vision of the 2.;d army corp6 to the north side 
of the Tennesseee ri?er, where we remained 
quietly conversing with the rebels across the 
liver until the l.'lth ult , when Longstreet was 
reported to be advancing with a large force 
and bad already succeeded in throwing a 
pontoon bridge across the Tennessee at Huffs 
Ferry, about fonr miles below our encamp- 
ment, and ata point so much protected by sur- 
rounding hillsthat we could not reach it with 
our artillery. Brig. Gen. White, commanding 
2d division, ordered bis command to fall bark 
to Lenoir Station, six miles on the Knoiville 
road, at which place we arrived at 12 M., the 
13th Kentucky having covered the retreat. At 
Lenoir we were reinforced by the 9th army 
curpp, and aito Gen. Burnside from Knoxville, 
who, after a brief interview with Gen. White 
and others, determined to return by the same 
road to London and ascertain, if possible, 
what the movements of theenemy were. Ac- 
cordingly, at 1 P. II., considerably reinforced, 
we faced about and moved toward Loudon 
to meet the advancing enemy. Col. Hobsan, 
with his regiment, the 13th Kentucky, was 
ordered to take the advance and thro*- out 
one company as skirmishers, expecting by 
this time that the entire rebel force was across 
the river. But we, however, found no signs 
of the enemy until we had marched to within 
three miles of Hurl's Ferry, when our skir- 
mishers were suddenly fired upon by the 
enemy's outposts, who immediately retreated 
toward the Ferry, with our boys in close 
pursuit of them, until we had driven them 
some two miles, when we came up with two 
regiments of South Carolina sharpshooters 
concealed behind a fence, and then a most 
desperate and bloody engagement occurred, in 
which our boys made a brave charge up a 
steep hill, amid a shower of musketry, and 
forced the enemy to a hasty flight. Consid- 
ering the advantages which the enemy pos- 
sessed over us in strength and position, I 
regard this as one of the bravest charges' 
that has been made during the war- 
and though it resulted in dislodging the 
enemy from afortitied position, I regret, ala3l 
to state that it cost us the lives of many of our 
ncble and brave boys; forty-ono of them fell, 
killed or wounded on the field. Night cam* 
on, and hostilities ceased for the present. Oar 
troops occupied the field during the night, 
Rod the morning of the 15ih c»me, when Gen'. 
Burnside, finding he would be overpowered 
by an overwhelming force, ordered a retreat 
for Knoxville; the 2d brigade, consisting 
of the 13th Kentucky. 107th Llinoi?, 23d Mich- 
igan, and 111th Ohio covering the retreat. 
The enemy closely pursued us, and skirmish- 
ing continued during the day aud night of 
the 15th, and when the morning of the 16th 
came we found that our camp at Lenoir had 
been almost surrounded during the night. It 
became necessary to destroy our brigade 
transportion, and make a hasty m.ir.-h for our 
entrenchments before Knoxville. But oar 
movements were retarded by the battle of 
Campbell's Station, 15 miles from Knoxville. 
at the junction of the Kingston, London, and 
Knoxville roads, commencing at 10 A. M., 
and continuing until dark. For their noble 
conduct during this engagement the regi- 
ments composing the 2d brigade deserve espe- 
cial praise. Nor did their gallant conduct 
escape the attention of the commander of the 
Department, when he was heard to say of 
our retreat from Campbell's Station that it 
was the grandest thing he had seen during 
the war. Of our officers I must say a few 
words, especially of our young, accomplished, 
and gentlemanly Colonel, Wm. K. Hobson, 
who has ever distinguished himself as an efli. 
cient officer and perfect gentleman. He hai 
in theee late engagements shown himself 
qualified not only to command the 13th Ken- 
tucky but the entire brigade; for, owing to 
an illness of Colonel Chapiu, commending 
brigade, he was ordered by General White to 
tuke command of the forces covering the re- 
treat from Campbell's Station. He has, 
indeed, acquitted himself with so much credit 
that he is now universally conceded to be a mil- 
itary genius of no ordinary character. I say this 
with no flattering design, but because I be- 
lieve it due to one who is loved by h is soldiers 
and admired by his fellow officers. Brigadier- 
General White is ever looking after the inter- 
est of his soldiers, and at such times as these, 
wbf n we have no tents and rations ar» 9horl, 
theee are mailers of no little importance. 

But I fear I am intruding too much on your 
columns; suffice to say that this is the 18;h 
day of the siege of Knoxville. The timiiy 
arrival of Sherman's army has secured to us 
the whole of Tennessee and driven Longstreet 
eastwurd. The rebels all left last night We 
can now lie down to sleep without the fear of 
teiog disturbed by the frequent visits of the 
enemy's shells into our midst. All will be 
right in East Tennessee in a very short time.

The Richmond Whig, in an editorial, stys

Finding the country clear of the enemy, they 
proceeded thence to Lookout Mountain and 
Missionary Ridge. There they found nothing 
but the debris of the enemy's camp. The po- 
sition seemed to have been deserted on Sat- 
urday last. 

"In the town of Chattanooga and below the 
enemy had visibly decreased his force. The 
presumption is that a heavy column hits gone 
alter Longstreet and that an expedition has 
started into West Tennessee to look after For- 
rest, who has taken advantage of the absence 
ot Sherman's corps." 

The Whig also says that, although there 
appears to be no doubt of the movements of 
General Averill from the Kanawha in the 
direction of East Tennessee aud Virginia, the 
War Department has received no additional 
intelligence from that quarter.

Senator Wilson's amendment to the con- 
scription bill exempts the following person;: 
Such as are mentally or physically unfit for 
service, the Vice President of the United 
States, the Judges of the various Courts of 
ihe United States, heads of the various Ex- 
ecutive Departments of the United States, 
Governors of the several States, only son 
liable to militaiy duty of widow wholly de- 
pendent on bis labor for support, only son of 
(.n aged or infirm parent or parents wholly 
dependent on bis labor for support, and in 
case there are several sone, all drafted, such 
parent or parents may elect which son shall 
tie exempt, only brother of orphan child- 
ren under twelve years of age wholly de- 
pendent on bis labora for support; where, 
among several sons, two have been perma- 
nently disabled or have died in military ser- 
vice, the residue shall be exempt; aud any 
person convicted of felony. A separation of 
enrolment in classes is abolished. Any person 
enrolled moving to another locality may have 
his nftme taken from Ihe list and placed upon 
eniolmeut in the place of bis residence. Any 
person enrolled who shall procure an accepta- 
ble substitute shall be exempt.

Earthquake— Extraordinary Weather. 
On Wednesday we experienced perhaps the 
most extraordinary weather that has ever vis- 
ted this part. In the early part of the day 
now fell almost sufficient to cover the ground, 
and toward the middle of the afternoon a 
cold, drizzling rain set in, which lasted until 
night, when it commenced to freeze, and we 
were visited with a heavy thunder and vivid 
flashes of lightning. During the night the 
shock of an earthquake was felt in different 
parts of tbe city, shaking some of the less 
substantial buildicgs to their foundations. 
Altogether it was quite a phenomena. The 
celestial bodies seemed to be as badly out of 
joint as mother earth. 

The LA3T Act or Piracy.— The steamer 
Chesapeake, on which a body of rebels took 
passage the other day, and then rose, when 
cut at sea, and captured the vessel, is said to 
have been at a Nova Scotian port seeking for 
coal. Thirteen U. S. vessels are in pursuit of 
her. She will not be likely to escape them 
t-U; and yet tbe ocean is wide, and it is easy 
enough to miss an object so small upon the 
waste of waters. If taken, every one of the 
miscreants engaged in capturing her and kill- 
ing a portion of her crew should be hung up 
to Ibe yard-arm as pirates.

The Charleston Fiasco.— The Char'eston 
expedition is a failure so far as its original ob- 
ject is concerned. The city cannot, it is be- 
lieved, be taken by the ltnd and naval forces 
at present arrayed against it. Shells can be 
thrown into it and its buildings laid in ashes, 
tut no useful purpose would be subserved 
thereby. It must be taken, if at all, by a simul- 
taneous attack from the land side and the har- 
bor, or starved into submission. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been expended in 
the bombardment of the rebel works, aud the 
result is that we hold Morris Island and have 
demolished Sumpter; but the Monitors cannot 
run the gauntlet of the remaining batteries, 
cor can the land forces destroy them and thus 
clear the way for the iron-clads. Indeed, 
from the latest despatches It appears that Gen. 
Gilmore is not without apprehension that tho 
enemy will assume the offensive ere long, and 
he is therefore intrenching his Morris Island 
works to render them safer in case the rebels 
should advance upon them from James Island. 

There has been an immense amount of hum- 
bug published about this Charleston expedi- 
tion. Humbug is in fact a mild name for the 
stories — official and semi-official — which have 
reached us from that quarter. The city will 
be taken— no doubt of that; but not this win- 
ter, nor until it is invested on the mainland 
side as well as from the harbor aud its islands. 
Gilmore, we see, has wisely concluded not to 
waste aDy more powder and iron on the bat- 
tered wreck of Sumpter. 

Ocght to br Exempted, of Course. — We 
give tbe subjoined surgeon's certificate, 
brought to a Provost Marshal s office for the 
purpose of exempting a drafted man, as a 
specimen of a great many. If "that's what's 
the matter' he ought not to be held any lon- 
ger than the "articulation of the great toe'' 
will enable him to get down stairs: 

"I hereby certify that had one of

Shelby County Items.— During the past 
lew days the town of Shelbyville has been 
crowded with conscripts. Since last Monday 
morning 231 exemptions have been granted. 

Mr. Glass bought the Hansbrough farm last 
week, one mile and a half from Shelby villo, 
ccDtaining 105 acres, at $C7 50 per acre. 

General Shackelford sold his liue residence 
in Shelbyville a few days since at the hand- 
some figure of $5,600, cash. J. R. Bickley 
sold a town lot at $3,000, cash. 

Rents are exceedingly high in Shelby coun- 
ty. Mrs. Bailey has rented her farm of 445 
acree, five miles from Shelbyville, at $1,875. 
Mr. L. L. Anderson rented his farm, contain- 
ing 240 acres, at $1,475. Mr. Morion has rent- 
ed bis farm of 140 acres at $975. 

We are told that there are between 12,000 
and 15,000 of government horses in Shelby 
county in very lean circumstances, which fact 
no doubt, accounts for the high rent of farms.

Mr. llritton has but 
theexpt rieuce of one year on a plantation, has h.d to 
con end against unfavorable wea. her ai.d with an In- 
sufficiency of labor, and these thiugs taken into con- 
sideration, it nnM be acknowledged that tho experi- 
ment promises well for the future. The Po.nt Celeste 
lanta'ion was forme ly tho property of Thomas Mc- 
lanns, who deserted the place at the time ihe I'nited 
talee fleet pi ssed the forts, and is now sitprosed to be 
living on a plautaiiou ho owns oil Yazoo river. He is 
represented as having been ?ery parsimonious, and 
tho neglecred stateiu which the proporty was found is 
irocten- ugli that ho w^s either rerr cloae fisted or 
very ret kle(s.

Y ilh but forty working ban- s, 171) acres of gr. uud has 
been planted in cane, from which 120 hogsheads of su- 
gar will be made ; and 57 acres of lan 1 has b.en plant- 
ed in cotton, from which 3t( bales of excellent cottoa 
will be picked. 

The Sarah plantation is carried on slaiilar to the 
Foini Ce ette, sir. J. M. Sil?a t, tho overseer, boing 
engaged t y Cuptaiu Cozzens to attund to tho place.

The Fauview and Belle Air plantations are tho 
proporty of a loyal Isdy, aud i.re carried on by bar 
not under tbe freo labor sys.'em. A largo proportion 
of the negroes at work on these p'ant- tions. were 
formerly on the place as slaves, but are now regularly 
hired laborers. The sugar that is now being made by 
ihese hands is of the tirst quality, aud the yield is 
very lair. Somo cotton of superior quality is also be- 
ing ginned oo the Belle Air plantation.

riOKOE TO WHOM HONOR IS DDIS. 

Chattanoooa, Dec. 8, 1863. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal : 

Sir: In writing you at this time, I wish to 
( orrti t a mistake made by your correspondent, 
Mr. Daugherty, in his account of the battle ot 
f(OYenirer 25th aud tbe charging of Mission 
Ridge, which you published in your issue of 
the 4tn of this month. 

In correcting this mistake I do not wish to 
reflect any discredit on the 70th Indiana, nor 
take any credit from that regiment which is 
claimed either by the officers or men of that 
; regiment. First, then, the 79;h and 86th 
; Indiana (not 79th and 88tb, as Mr. D. says) 
were consolidated for the fight, Col. Neffler, of 
the 79tb, being in command, be being an older 
Colonel than Col. Dick, of the 86th. On the 
25tb, when the attack was about to be made 
on Mission Ridge, the 79th and 86th were 
thrown forward on the advance line, on line 
with Gen. Willich's advance, which was to 
the right of Beatty's brigade. This was the 
position of tbe two regiments at the time the 
signal for the movement was given. When 
the charge was made, instead of stopping at 
the foot of the ridge in the intrenchments to 
rest, as the other brigades did, the 79>.h and 
86ih Indiana, having gotten up a spirit of ri- 
valry, pushed on for tbe top. Now right here 
Mr. D. makes another mistake. Instead of 
the color-bearer of the 79th being in advance, 
Sergeant Steve Cronkhite, the color- bearer of 
the 86tb, was in advance, and so continued 
until near the top of the Ridge. He was shot, 
not fatally shot however, and Sergeant Thos. 
J. Graves caught up the colors and carried 
them forward, until the first colors were plant- 
ed on Mission Ridge, and those first colors 
bore this inscription: "Presented to the 86th 
Indiana Volunteers by the ci'izens of Boone 
county, Ind." This wsb a bright, new flag, 
and was planted on the rebel works by Serg't 
Graves, who was afterward severely wounded 
while pursuing the enemy along the Ridge. 
Now there is not an officer or man of the 79th 
Indiana but who is tao brave or generous to 
claim this high honor, when it was won in a 
fair contest by the 86th Indiana, and there is 
nothing but the most friendly feeling existing 
between the two regiments. I ask this state- 
ment to be published because it is due to the 
86tb, who suffered more in killed and wound- 
ed than any other regiment of the brigade. 
The brigade and division have already given 
the honor where it belongs; then let corres- 
pondents. The success of these two regiments 
is greatly owing to the good example set by 
Col. N, filer and Col. Dick.

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 15, 1863. 

"Ydti infernal scoundrel, if you don't git 
out of my room I'll have you hanged by the 
next court." (My remark was occasioned by the 
importunate efforts of the Irish porter to earn 
a qnarter I had promised him if he'd see that 
I was waked in time fortbe morning train.) 
"I know dbat sur, hut ye know ye promised 
me a qubartber uv I'd wake ye, an I'm goin' 
to do it." "Won't you leave the room, you 
villain?" I roared in anger. "No, sar, I swear 
I shaidt till ye git up." This was more than 
I could bear, so I rolled out of bed, seized my 
boot and shied it at his head, breaking the 
washing pitcher, for which the landlord (very 
liberally, charged me one dollar and a half.

randy in either hand), belonging to an exceed- 
ingly fleshy matron, whose Eelf and band- 
boxes occupied one side of the 'bus, much to 
the detriment of my carefully oiled whiskers 
and pains- turned collar — I'm not a bachelor — 
for Heaven's sake don't accuse me of it — but 
could you know the martyrdom I suffered

Prokkssob, W. N. Hailhan. — This able 
and accomplished educator is now on a visit 
to Frankfort with the view of bringing before 
the Legislature the subject of establishing in 
Kentucky a school for teachers. The want of 
such a school in Kentucky has long been felt 
Tery sensibly by all teachers and friends of 
education in the State. Professor Hailman, 
from his great ability and large experience as 
a teacher as well as from his position as one 
of the leading promoters of education in the 
West, is well qualified to lay the subject in its 
true light before our Legislators. We need 
not bespeak for him and for his cause the fa- 
vorable regard of the members. His cause is 
one of the very topmost in the scale of human 
interests; and he is worthy of it. 



■ The view of the message taken by the 
conservative press of the North is very fairly 
represented in the view of the Boston Post. 
"But the peculiar infelicity of his conditions 
lies deeper than this," says the Post, referring 
to the President's conditions of individual 
f.ardon, "for he sees fit to make them indis- 
pensable to the resumption of the legiti- 
mate functions of government in the insur- 
gent States. Viewed in this connection, the 
President contemplates an act which is nei- 
ther more nor less than revolution. It is the 
practical adoption of the schemes of Whiting 
and Sumner, and the rest of the radical 
and destructive school. By this step the 
President affirms his right to exercise full 
control over ihe States embraced with- 
in the area of the rebellion, and to pre- 
scribe the terms and conditions on which their 
governments may resume their legitimate op- 
erations. He designates the class which shall 
be permitted to exercise the rights of citizen- 
ship, pledges them by an oath to a certain 
course of policy with reference to their do- 
mestic institutions, graciously intimates that 
if they adopt certain measures, purely of a do- 
mtstic character, they will not be objected to 
1-y the Kiecutive, and leaves it a matter of 
legitimate inference that if this selected and 
qualified body of citizens shall pass any laws 
which, though constitutional, are unaccepta- 
ble to the national Executive, they will be re- 
vised or annulled. 

"In 6hort, the President, instead of regard- 
ing the States as integral parts of the Union, 
which no fraud or force, short of a successful 
revolution, could remove — instead of regard- 
ing the governments of those States as for the 
time being suspended and paralyzed in tbeir 
functions by lawless force — instead of r»gard- 
ing the insurrectionary acts and laws as ut- 
terly void because in contravention of the 
supreme law of the land, — instead of this, the 
President assumes as the foundation of his 
argument and the basis of his policy that the 
Union is actually dissolved — that the insur- 
rectionary States are no part of the body pol- 
itic—and grasting full force and validity, to 
the acts and measures of their legislatures, 
and earrying out his doctrines to its legiti- 
mate issue, he proposes to consider the terri- 
tory acquired by our armies in the same light 
that he would regard a foreign territorial ac- 
quisition by conquest, and to prescribe the 
form of government of the subjugatedStates; 
and if they are ever to be incorporated in the 
Union to arrange the terms and conditions of 
their admission. If this view is correct it 
would seem a mistake to call the Confederates 
rebels, for they would then appear to be no 
less than a separate people — made so by a 
valid and effectual ordinance of secession — 
striving to maintain their independence and 
nationality I 

"It is much to be regretted that the Presi- 
dent should have been ao far led from the high 
ccnstitutional position that he took at the com- 
mencement of the struggle, and that he 
shchld -have been induced to break the 
pledges he then so solemnly made that the 
war should be waged solely for the pre- 
servation of the government and the 
«nforcement of the laws of the land." Every 
true and enlightened lover of the coun- 
try shares in the regret expressed by the Post; 
but regret alone is unavailing. What shall 
be done? The answer is plain. Since Pres- 
ident Lincoln has been thus terribly misled 
into the quagmire of radicalism, and has re- 
solved in his blindness and infatuation not to 
bring back the administration to the solid 
ground of the constitution from which he de- 
parted, the people must elect in his place a 
President who will. This is the thing to be 
done; and it behooves every patriot at once 
to put his shoulder to the wheel at the part 
best suited to the present stage of the work. 

The conservative who is now irresolute or 
supine contributes to demoralize his friends 
and to inspirit his foe3. The platform of the 
radical candidate for the Presidency is before 
the country; and he who does not speak out 
in manly condemnation of this platform, and 
in all fit ways exert his influence to set it in 
its real light, serves in a greater or less de- 
gree to swell the dark tide of passion and 
cf fanaticism on which the radical candidate 
hopes to ride into power. Whoever expects in 
good faith to act with the conservatives in this 
great civil contest should unequivocally man- 
ifest his conservatism forthwith and hence- 
forth, if he has never unequivocally manifest- 
ed it before; for, if he claims to be a conserv- 
ative, every hour that bis position remains in 
doubt adds an indefinite measure of his influ- 
ence to the radical side and subtracts the sime 
measure from the conservative side, thereby 
at once fortifying the enemy aid disabling 
himself. Such a conservative may very soon 
bnild up more opposition than he can over- 
come in all the rest of the contest, though he 
try ever bo faithfully. This is no time fjr 
Conservative Unionists to stand shill — I — 
shall— I. He who is of us and is now not 
undoubtedly for us is against us. The junc- 
ture calls for prudence indeed t>ut not less for 
decision and franknesB. 



naif Many efforts have been made to prove 
that when the first Anglo-rebel pirates were 
fitted out, their ultimate destination was not 
known, and the Messrs. Laird have declared 
that thev were ignorant of their belligerent 
character. But while the whole world has 
felt that this denial was a mere subterfuge, 
the proof has been wanting to fix upon the 
British builders the crime of the act and the 
atrocity of the falsehood, until the cat was let 
out of the bag by a publicatios, in the South 
African Advertiser and Mail, of Sept. 19, 
1863, of the private journal of an officer 
detailing bis cruise in the "Confederate 
States war steamer Alabama." This was 
republished in pamphlet form by the 
secession sympathizers in London, and 
such was their haste to give it to the world 
that they neglected to expurgate certain pas- 
sages, which show the whole complicity of 
the British ship-builders in the scheme of 
building up a pirate navy to depredate upon 
our commerce. The London correspondent of 
the Philadelphia Inquirer says an effort was 
made to suppress the pamphlet after its dam- 
aging admissions were disenssed, but it was 
too late, and the confession is therefore on 
record that "the Confederate States govern- 
ment sent over Capt. J. D. Bullock to Eng- 
land for the purpose of purchasing a war 
steamer," and that "accordingly the 'So. 290' 
was built and intended for a Confederate ves- 
sel of war." The Alabama was built after 
Bullock reached England, and the Lairds 
must have known her true character. When 
she went to sea her departure was cloaked 
under the impression that she was making a 
trial trip, in which the relatives and friends 
of the builders, both ladies and gentlemen, 
participated, to give a color to the deception, 
but they were transferred to a steam tug in 
the evening, and the Alabama, after remain- 
in? three days at Moelfra Bay, "shipping 
hands, &c," put to sea, ostensibly bound to 
Nassau; and all this was done in violation of 
neutrality, and without the least effort of the 
custom authorities to investigate the suspi- 
cious character of the craft. While the sub- 
sequent conduct of the British Cabinet has 
been such as to show that they are heartily 
ashamed of tbeir first unfriendly acts toward 
onr government, it is important that Ameri- 
can merchants and business men should know 
the true character of those contemptible men 
who, for the sake of lucre, aided the parricides 
and fratricides of the Confederacy in their ef- 
forts to sweep our commerce from the seas. 
When the rebellion is suppressed and we are 
compelled to renew our commercial intercourse 
with England, then will be our opportunity 
for showing our detestation of all that class 
of men of whom the Lairds are the type. 
The American who would trade with them or 
hold social communion with them should be 
despised by all his fellow countrymen. 

Ha?* "Mack," the Washington correspon- 
dent of the Cincinnati Commercial, thus 
holds up to public admiration the alleged 
originality as well as the alleged felicity of 
Mr. Lincoln's plan of reconstruction: 

The question of reconstruction, which was 
obviously to be the leading one in that coming 
contest, was fraught with such intrinsic per- 
plexities in the opinion of even the most ex- 
perienced and acutest politicians among the 
supporters of the Administration, that they 
shrank from its consideration with an instinc- 
tive dread. The shrewd good sense of the 
President, they now hold, has cleared the 
horizon of the threatening cloud in a single 
move, and in his proclamation furnished a 
standard under which next year's political 
campaign can be successfully managed. That 
they feel enthusiastically thankful toward 
him for it may be imagined. 

We are sorry to say this enthusiastic thank- 
fulness is directed toward the wrong object. 
Mr. Lincoln is the subject of misplaced grati- 
tude. The feathers he shines in are not his 
own. Says one of the prodigal Timon's 
creditors:

We very much fear a like measure of resti- 
tution would leave Mr. Lincoln in a condition 
equally exposed. Our readers shall judge for 
themselves, after they read the subjoined 
extract, which forms the close of the famous 
or infamous letter of Mr. William Whiting 
to tbe Loyal League of Philadelphia: 

One of two things should be done in order 
to keep faith with the country and save us 
from obvious peril. * 

Allow the inhabitants of conquered terri- 
tory to form themselves into States, only by 
adopting constitutions such as will forever 
remove all cause of collision with the United 
States, by excluding slavery therefrom, or 
continue military government over the con- 
quered district until there shall appear therein 
a sufficient number of loyal inhabitants to 
form a republican government, which, by 
guaranteeing freedom to all, shall be in ac- 
cordance with the true spirit of the constitu- 
tion of the United States. These safeguards of 
freedom are requisite to render permanent the 
domestic tranquillity of the country which 
the constitution itaelf was formed to secure, 
and which it is the legitimate object of this 
war to maintain. 

Here, we need not say, is the plan of the 
message, better expressed; it is the plan of the 
message and nothing less or more. Nor is 
this all; for the letter of Mr. Whiting, of 
which the extract above forni3 the close, is an 
elaborate exposition of what is claimed to be 
the law and philosophy of the plan, and 
throws a flood of light, though of very lurid 
light, uron the language of the message. We 
shall endeavor very shortly to publish the let- 
ter entire, so that our readers may have the 
exposition with the text. Meanwhile, we 
call upon the enthusiastic thanksgivers, so 
sympathetically described by "Mack,'' to 
render unto Csesar the things which are Ce- 
sar's. Honor to whom honor is due! Fair 
play is a jewel. 



Is soon as the present Congress assem- 
bled, party divisions were manifested and 
-xtremisU brought forward their plans, which 
cannot reunite but may eventually dissever 
he glorious Union for all time.

■illaged by the rebellion. Throughout all our 
vnd the ancient order of Masonry, founded 
m immutable principles of Power, Wisdom, 
jjd Love, still prevails; but its precepts are 
adly neglected. Let us hope that ere long 
benign influences of "the mystic tie'' may 
e revived, and that the reunited voices of 
e brotherhood may rise, both North and 
ontb, to the Great Architect for His blessings 
pon the work of restoration, and nothing be 
eard in the Zion of our national love but 
at harmony and peace which brooded over 
e workers on the Temple, like the bow of 
omise spanning the world after a desolating 
luge, or like the choral hymn of the angels 
the plains of Bethlehem, when with the 
rtb of our Savior they proclaimed good will 
ward all men. 



The Washington correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Commercial, noticing the recep- 
tien of the message by the radicals, says: 

As the merits of the message will plead for 
themselves, their discussion by me would be 
idle work. But its effect upon the political 
public of Washington is noteworthy. No pre- 
ceding production of the President has made 
so peculiar an impression. Former messages 
coincided fully neither with the views of the 
friends nor those of the opponents of the Ad- 
ministration. The line of domestic policy 
marked out in them was not progressive 
enough in the estimate of the radicals and 
too progressive in that of the so-called con- 
servatives. This j ear, for the first time since 
Mr. Lincoln's installation, the representatives 
of the party that elected him have no fault to 
find, either with the phraseology of, or the 
measures proposed, in the message. Among 
them there is an evident unanimity of appro- 
bation. Their feelings of entire satisfaction 
flow not only from the sense of harmony and 
union, ard consequent greater strength for the 
work in Congress, and the successful direction 
of national affairs in the immediate future, 
bnt aUo from the conviction that a way has 
been indicated, by which the great task of 
next summer— the triumph of unconditional 
lojaltyinthe Presidential canvass— may bs 
accomplished. 

This is no doubt a just representation of the 
effect the message has produced on the radi- 
cals. It perfectly satisfies the whole party. If 
it did not they would certainly be hard to sat- 
isfy. Mr. Lincoln has at last ccme up to the 
full measure of their demand. 



Not a few of the radical leaders have 
openly congratulated themselves and their 
fellows on the military disasters which have 
retarded the suppression of the rebellion, be- 
cause the prolongation of the war increases 
the chances of the destruction of slavery.

; n the message he has just laid before the 
country, he proclaims that the seceding States 
must return without slavery or not at all. He 
now declares that he is for the Union without 
bnt not with slavery. What have the Uncon- 
ditional Unionists par excellence to say to this?

Chattanooga, Dec. IT. 

I have just returned from the battle-field of 
Chit lamauga, where General Biird, with de- 
tails from various regimeiitp, his been for two 
Java burving the dead. He found no evidence 
of outrages on the dead bj the enemy, and 
but few, comparatively, were unbaried. The 
rebels had no metaiic shovels or spades, and 
were compelled to use wooden ones. Where 
the surface of the ground is slightly gravel, 
ihe dead were seldom or poorly buried. Col. 
Van Dever and Gen. Turchin were on the 
field, and their commands buried about 200. 
Many rebels were found uuburied. 

Large quantities of relics were bronght in, 
and will be forwarded to the Fair at Cincin- 
nati. 

Recruiting for the veteran corps is progress- 
ing favorably. The 38th and Gij'.h Ohio have 
volunteered almost en masse. 

Colonel Wilder arrived yesterday, and, un- 
der orders from Gov. Morton, is re-enlisting 
Indiana regiments. The Oth, 29th, and 33th 
Indiana regiments have re-enlisted. The 
Colonel feels confident that all the Indiana 
regiments will re enter the service. 

General Howard's corps has returned from 
the pursuit of Longstreet. The men are suf- 
fering for shoes and clothing.

Mr. Hale rose to a privileged question. He 
desired to send to the Clerk's desk, to be read, 
a newspaper paragraph charging him with 
bribing a Senator from New England in se- 
curing the release, for the sum of $3,ooo, ef 
two prisoners from the Old Capitol Prison. 
From informaiion received from a Senator, he 
was led to believe that he ( Hale) was the per- 
eon alluded to. He wished to make a state- 
ment of the facts on wbkh the charge was 
founded. 

Mr. Hale then, at some length, explains^! 
that he had acted as counsel for these persons, 
and that previous to doing so he had asked 
the advice of Hon. Rcvcrdy Johnson and 
others, if he could consistently with his posi- 
tion as United States Senator act as the legal 
adviser of the above-named parties. He was 
assured that he could, and that there existed 
no reason why he should not. Hon. Reverdy 
Johnson stated to bim that he was himself 
engaged in such cases almost daily. Under 
these circumstances he had acted tor prison- 
ers. He (Hale) then stated the facts 'of the 
case, and concluded by saying that if there 
was bribery, or even indelicacy, it was not 
done inadvertently, but advisedly and with 
cautious deliberation. 

Mr. Johnson remarked that be recollected 
distinctly that Mr. Hale called on bim as stat- 
ed, and reported the conversation materially 
as stated. In nDSwer to his (Hale's) inquiry 
whether a Senator was precluded from act- 
ing as counsel for a person charged before a 
court-martial with fraud, he (Johnson) said 
he saw no legal impediments in the way or 
even indelicacy. What he (Hale) had done, 
was no doubt done in consequence of this 
opinion. Senators did not cease to be lawyers 
if called upon for professional services. He 
saw no difficulty in complying, unless the 
services involved the neglect of public duties. 

He (Johnson.) had repeatedly acted himself 
upon this assumption. The only question 
that can arise, is there any law prohibiting it. 
There was a law prohibiting Senators from 
prosecuting claims against the Government 
before a court of claims. He believ?d that 
some law expressly excepted cases pending 
before courts. One has a right to go before 
s-.ny other court in the United States. It was 
not the intention of the law to prevent a law- 
yer from practicing his profession. If a case 
of fraud in contracts is brought before a mill- 
•tary court, a lawyer, whose services are de- 
sired, has no right, becaus* ho is a member cf 
Congress, to refuse his services any more than 
he would in a oapital casein a civil court. 

Mr. Hale submitted the following resolu- 
tion, which was agreed to: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Judiciary 
be instructed to inquire whether J. P. Hale, a 
member of this body, in connection with one 
Hunt, charged with crime by direction of the 
War Department, has been guilty of any con- 
duct inconsistent with his duty as a Senator, 
and that they have power to send for persons 
and papers. 

The following resolution was submitted by 
Mr. Wade, which was agreed to: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy 
be directed to communicate to the Sena'e all 
official reports, despatches, and papers in the 
Navy Department relating to actions in which 
armed vessels have been engaged. 

On Motion, of Mr. Lane, of Kansas, it wa3 
resolved that the Committee on Post-offices 
and Post-roads be instructed to inquire into 
the propriety of establishing what is njw 
known as the new military road from Law- 
rence to Fort Scott as a post-road. 

Mr. Lane introduced a bill to graat land to 
citizens of Kansas to indemnify them fjr their 
losses. 

On motion of Mr. Sprague, the bo'inty pay 
bill was tsken up, and recommitted to the 
Committee on Military Affairs. 

A document was received from the Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury, communicating the repirt 
of Prof. A. D. Bache for the year ending N >v. 
1st, 1863, and the report of Thomas Brown, 
agent of the Treasury Department in Cali- 
fornia. 

The resolution of the House for an aljourn- 
ment being taken up, Mr. Shermau moved to 
amend by striking out the words "this House 
adjourn," and inserting "the two Houses of 
Congress. Carried. 

On motion of Mr. Sherman, it was votei to 
postpone the consideration of the resolution 
till Tuesday next Yeas 31, nays 11. 

The following is a message from the Presi- 
dent: 

Herewith I lay before yon a letter addressed 
to myself by a committee of gentlemen re- 
presenting the Freed Man's Aid Society in Bos- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia, and Cincinnati. 
The subject of the letter, as indi'ated above, 
is one of great magnitude and importance, 
and one which these gentlemen of known 
ability and high character seem to have con- 
sidered with care. Not having time to form 
mature judgment of my own as to whether 
the plan these gentlemen suggest is best, 
I fuhmit the whole subject to Congress, 
deeming that their attention thereto is almost 
imperatively demanded. 

[Signed] ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

Mr. Foote moved that when the Senate ad- 
journ it arijeurn till Monday next. Ljst.

On motion of Mr. Wilson, the Committee 
on Invalid Pensions was instructed to in- 
quire what legislation is necessary to se- 
cure the widows or legal representatives of 
I ersons who have died or miy hereafter die, 
alttr discharge from the military service, from 
wounds or disabilities received in the line ot 
duties, the same pensions as are allowed to 
others. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson, the Committee 
ou Public Lands was instructed to report what 
legislation is necessary to enable persons in 
the naval and military service to avail them- 
selves of the benefit of the homestead law. 

Mr. Anderson offered a resolution, which 
was adopted, instructing the Committee on 
Robds and Canals to inquire into the expedi- 
ency of improving the upper rapids of tho 
Mississippi, with leave to report by bills or 
otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. McClury, a resolution was 
adopted calling for a copy of the report of the 
commissioners appointed by the President to 
examine into the acts of the officers and men 
employed in the Western or Missouri depart- 
ment of the army. 

Mr Roger3 gave notice of a bill to refund 
to the Siates, counties, townships, wards, 
cities, and municipal corporations all moneys 
paid them respectively for bounties to volun- 
teers in the field. 

The House passed the bill for the payment 
of invalid and other pensions for tho year 
ending June, 1865. 

On the motion of Mr. Morril, a resolution 
was adopted calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for all documents showing the prac- 
tical operation of the so-called Reciprocity 
Treaty which may be in his possession.

The 
United States steamer Ella-aod- Annie was 
informed of the fact, and will be at that poiut 
early this morning. 

The government of Nova Scotia have issued 
orders tor the arrest of the pirates. 

There are no other gunboats here. 

Chicago, Dec. 17. 

One of the boilers of the Chicago Distillery 
Company exploded to-day, demolishing the 
engine house. Seven men, who were em- 
ployed in the building, were scalded badly, 
and it is feared they will not recover. Six 
others were injured, but not seriously. Two 
men an- reported missing. They are proba- 
bly in the ruins. 

Indianapolis, Dec. 17. 
In the billiard match this evening of 1,000 
points up (raroms), for $1,000, between Mc- 
Devitt, of Indianapolis, and Parker, o! Ohl- 
« go, th« far won by 349 points. Average 17. 



Cairo, December 17. 

Memphis dates to the evening of the 15th 
Lave been received. Gen. Hurlbut had pro- 
mulgated another order, which, in substance 
is at follows: 

It having been ascertained that, large quan- 
tities of coin bave passed from Memphis es- 
pecially for tho South, it is therefore ordered 
that neither coin nor bnllion be sold.bargained, 
or excl.trgtd within sach parts of Tennessee, 
Arkansas, end Mississippi, as are within this 
dpiartiai-nt, cxeeDt as follows: Persons hav- 
ing coin or bullion in their possession, which 
ibey disire to exchange, may receive permis- 
sion from the Local Treasury Agent to send 
the same North to Cairo, and receive in re- 
turn at. <quivalent in such lawful cur-ency as 
they may choose. Any sale or exchange, ex- 
c, pt as etove-provided, will be punished by a 
mi itary tribunal. Ilinkers and others doing 
deposit business in Memphis are required to 
send forward coin or bullion in their hands to 
the Provost Marshal. Their depositor) caa 
convert the same into currency. Hereafrer, 
none 6ha!l be received, except to forward the 
same as herein provided. 

The Memphis cotton market is dull, with 
sales of 16'J bales at 63c. Sales on the 11th of 
260 bales; receipts of 100 bales. The farmers 
of Southern Illinois were busily engaged for 
tome weeks past in cotton-picking. On high 
grounds the crop is little injured by frost; on 
botioms and lowlands it is totally ruined. 

Cotton presses are going up in Union and 
Jackson counties, and gins are running in 
every neighborhood. 

Nkwbern, N. C, Dec. 12. 

Refugees reached here this morning from 
Wilmington, who state that Gen. Wbitnev 
commanding the rebel forces at that point, 
had left with a brigade for Tennessee. 

Gen. Martin's command at Wilmington 
consists of one small brigade. 

The running of the blockae into Wilming- 
ton continues to increase. It is estimated that 
half a million dollars worth of goods arrive 
eveiy twenty-four hours. 

As North Carolina is nearly abandoned by 
rebel troops, there being but two brigades in 
the State, it has been decided by her banks, 
as a matter of safety, to dispose of their spe- 
cie, which they are now paying out as fast as 
possible to citizens of the State, giving one 
dollar in gold for four in North Carolina 
money. 

Gen. Butler is raising an army of colored 
troops in this department. Taree blaok reg- 
imen's of cavalry, recently started, are rap- 
idly filling up. 

Washington, Dec. 16." 

The case of Connack k Ramsay against the 
Government came up for argument before the 
first Comptroller of the Treasury yesterday.

All 
ut three of the crew escaped. Soon after, 
the Dacahoh came up and ordered her into 
Halifax. The three vessels are now here.
